RESOLUTION 

TARIFE 

Now Dolhi, the 7th Octobor, 1949 . 
No. 4 ( 1 )- T . B . /49 . - - Protection to the ant mony industry was extended upto 
91st March 1950 . The Tariff Board has examined the question of continuance 
ol proteation bevond that date . The Board has submitted its report . Its recom 
mendations are as follows : 
1 . The existing protective duties of 30 per cent . and 20 per ount , ad val. 

0 :. antimony and crudo antimony respectivoly should continue up 

to Marsh 81 , 1952 . 
2 All Govornment purchases of antimony should be made from the 

indigenous manufacturer at the fair selling price determined by 

the Board , provided its quality continues to be satisfactory . 
3 . Since exchange difficulties persist , imports of antimony metal should 

be allowed into the country after taking into consideration the 

quunturn of indigenous production . 
4 Until such timo on the full requiromonts of tho indigenous industry 

are inet from Chitral oro , such ore should be allowed to be import 
ed as a special care in order to enable the industry to step up its 

production and meet in full , the demand of the country . 
ñ As the industry is of vital importance , adequato transport facilities 

should be made available to it. The Government of India should 
tale up with the Government of Pakistan the question of ArtArging 
the necesary transport facilities for movement of ore from Chitral 

to the Indian Dominion , 
6 Licencus for import both of antimony ore and antimony metal should 

be ontrusted to the same authority in order to correlate Imports to 

production and actual demand . 
7 . Antimony ore should be adequately defined and shown separately in 

the Indian Tariff ab under : 
Item 30 (1) antimony or in any form , such 06 

(H ) lump 
(b ) powder or Ans 
( c) concentrates . 
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8 Statistics of imports of crude antimony and int mony inetal abould be 

Heparately compiled and shown in the accounts relating to the Sea 

Borne Trade and Navigation of India . 
9 . Tho Geological Survey of India should take early stops to explore the 

possibility of prospecting fresh deposits of antimony oro deposits 
in the country and to verify reports of the existence of antimony 

sulphido ore in the vicinity of Raipur in the Central Provinces . 
10 . To ensure that a uniform quulity of antimony metal is supplied to 

consumers , the industry should formulate standards for its pr . 
ducts in consultation with the Indian Standards Institution , 

Delhi. 
2. Government accept recommendations ( 1) tv (4 ), (6 ), (9 ) and (10 ) and steps 
will be taken to implement them . The attention of the industry is invited to 
recomniendation ( 10 ) . 

3 . Reconimendations (6 ), (7 ) and (8 ). Are acceptable in principle and their 
implementatiou is under further consideration .
